The big public works bill, term ­ 
ed by Curtin and other opponents 
"A Pork B arrel Bill,” included 
$12,500,000 to continue 
dredging 
the riv er channel from Philadel­ 
phia to Trenton. The deep chan­ 


nel will facilitate delivery of iron 
ore to the Fairless V\orks of U. S. 
Steel Corp. and serve potential 
new industries. 
The House appropriations com ­

The big bill was defeated when 
the Hoiise of R epresentatives fad­ 
ed to override a veto of the bill
